I havo uot 'BOOH sjloiit alt Hummer bocatiEO 


thoro was nothing to ivrito about, nor from 
disiiiclinntion to clirouiclo the events of tho 
fascinating Summer life at Newport. Thoro 
has been mucli to writo of, and 1 havo had 
tbo desire, ft desire entirely ignored by 
learned doctors, who had but ono pre- 
scription—rest. AH though writing to ouo's 
best friend could bo tire.somo! And now tho 
reason IK over. Pooplo aud truiilis have 
taken their departure; but Newport, instead 
of losing any of its beauties, which have dc- 
Hghicd its Summer guests, has talien on 
new charms. 
Its visitors have not all gone. 


to bo suro, nor will many ttiko their de- 
parture for a month yet; but tho hotc-B aud 
boarding houses aro deuerttcl, and thu old 
town grows moro quiet daily. It has beon 
certainly a very cotnfvrktble 
season, if not 


quite as profitable ft ono as .some that havo 
gono by. A crowd Newport has not known 
this year at any time—at the hotels, on the 
Ijeach, iu tho sbop.s, or on the roncl; conse- 
quently everyone has been well served. 
Paradise itself would cease to be Paradise if 
ouo had to wait a fortnight for ronovat d 
linen, or stand daily au hour uu n t;audy 
beach watching for a vacated bath house. 
Expenditure does not always bring comfort, 
a fact demonstrated the last season hero, 
when not more than half the money spent 
heretofore has been expended, while tbo 
guests depart satisfied and delighted with 
their tln*eo months of seaside life. 


In a resume of tho season, ^Yhicll always 


seems too briof when the end comes, I recall 
no exciting sensations, no marked occasions, 
but a succession of golden and silver days, 
each bringing a new joy and pleasure, but 
threaded as a string of pearls uniformly per- 
fect. For n time \ve looked with unfriendly 
eyes toward "Washington, where officials in 
authority were contemplating the doing 
away with all pleasuring at Fort Adams. 
Bat their hearts grow softer, aud we bad our 
ufort days" twice a week ; today brings the 
last ouo. Tho gayest bit of out doorlifo at 
Newport arc these fort days, when tbo hand 
gives us tho best of music, the prancing 
steeds come together in ono enclosure, the 
white sails of tho pleasure boats flutter out- 
side the walls, and bright dresses and bright 
faces Hit among the grim guns that now 
know no foes. I believe fashion and pretty 
girls would havo stormed tlio fort and taken 
possession on Tuesdays and Fridays had 
General Belkiiap put his threat into execu- 
tion, which happily ho did n't. 


Wo missed the homelike chocr of the At- 


lantic house, which stood closed and silent, 
except on "casino" days, in August, and 
many an habitue who bad been welcomed by 
its landlord for twenty-five years turned with 
sorrow from its shut doors and sad memo- 
ries of a year ago, and found a homo else- 
where. It has ended its existence as a hotel 
and will bo speedily torn down or removed 
in portions for dwelling houses. Tho other 
hotels have no complaints to make this year, 
and though many ftabitufji havo boon missed 
mid a now class of patrons havo sought their 
hospitality, their numbers havo been very 
8-itisfactory to proprietor.-;, who, veritably, 
must make bay while the sun shines. 


Tho President como and went, nil in » 


forenoon, taking his hack at tho lauding like 
au ordinary mortal, aud breakfasting with- 
out ceremony at tho Ocenii House. The 
City of Peking, which brought him wit h his 
party, lay in the harbor after he bad gone 
by rail on his way, and I'm not suro but wo 
who lunched and danced on board in tbo 
fragrance of its iloml decorations on joyed 
ourselves as heartily as if wo had all boon 
Presidents and all had buou done for our 
special honor. The "middies" lent us thom- 
sclvas and their nobby uniforms on shore 
for a few days, as they cruised, and pretty 
^irls, in return, visited their man-of-war, 
imd sighed when tho Constitution sailed. 
There have been concerts aud receptions, 
parties and balls, and great pfople havo 
couio and gouo unlionizcd. Uarous and 
counts havo ridden up aud down Bellcvuo 
avenue, aud diplomatic dignitaries,, with 
long titles aud uuf.pellublo uamew, havo 
«ummered in cottages, while a genuine mar- 
quis 1ms languished in jail bocnuso of in- 
ability to pay his hotel bills. Tho pretty 
vachts made this thoir rendezvous in August, 
mid .turned tho harbor into a miniaturo 
Venice—each dainty vessel a household or a 
home. Tho torpedo explosions at tho sta- 
tion, which havo been witnessed by many 
guests, havo scorned like joyful demoustra- 
tious of peaceful times rather than experi- 
ments for war, so extremely unwarliko aro 
tlio surroundiugs and so uuformiclablo tho 
fleet of pleasure boats always hovering near 
on these occasions.

Rock was ready, there wore no poor child- 
ren to go and tbo steamer's ngont was told 
that none such existed. 


A fow houses have been contracted for, to 


bo ready for next Summer's occupancy, but 
real-ostftlo mailers nro comparatively quiet 
horo sincothe pauic^ land in Newport being 
one of tbo luxuries of life. Figures aro no 
smaller, however, and nothing in to bo 
bought cheap. 
Nobody dares to build this 


much-nocdcd hotel on the- shore, while every 
transient guofit sighs for it. Tho cliff cot- 
,agcs have been as popular us ever thin soa- 
son, and tho little hotel at times moro than 
full. Seme time nmy wo sco a hotel with 
airy roomn, broad piamf*, good musio and 
brilliant lumps by night, on tho verge of 
tho (ioa. Hotel life will then become popu- 
lar and in no way will it over conflict with 
collage lifo.

nd to bring home to die those who went 
Way in comparatively good health—this is 
udced a fnte from which wo ought, if hu- 
uau foresight can avail, to be preserved.

Seashore resorts have tho advantage 
u this respect, as tho occun receives and 
amoves the sewage with little trouble or 
xpeuse. A town like Saratoga, however,

thousand people, with no 


ccan or river nt hand, can only be made ft 
afo resort by tho most intelligent and 
heral efforts of its iuhnbftants. 
A single 


ofeclivc waste-pipe has often prostrated a 
imily with fever. How much more terrible 
vould the effect bo if a ciiy of hotels should 
o allowed to become a pest-hole. 
We refer to Saratoga because its hotels 
•) tho largest nud its visitors are tho most 
umerous, while it has few natural advanta- 
es for a system of sewerage. 
No hotels in 


10 world are, however, better ventilated 
jaii those of Saratoga ; and in spito of nat- 
ral obstacles a system of sewerage has been 
ogun there which, if .completed, will re- 
iiovc the danger of on epidemic which 
light, iu ouo season, ruin tho good name of 
ic plnco forever. On this subject tho Sar- 
togiau speaks us follows :—

aro ifl paid to ventilation that the smell of 
he halls is nauseating, aud m which no ef- 
ort is mado to keep tho odors of the kitchen 
lit of the parlor. 
A landlord can give no 


greater evidence of his unfitncus for hfo 


ismcss than such nuisances prove and 
loner or later his house must suffer there-

Gale in lihiirlcston. 


CHARLESTON, Sopt. 29. 


The most fearful gale in this city since 


1851 occurred yesterday, beginning about 
daylight with a strong southeast wind, and 
increasing iu violence until nine o'clock, 
when it had become a hurricane. For a full 
hour the galo wag tho most severe over 
known, hero. 
The tide wag forced up to an 


unprecedented height, inundating tho entire 
river front of the city, damaging wharves, 
and in some instances sweeping away pier 
heads. 
The long stone sea wall known as 


the Battery, a famous promenade resort, was 
laid in ruins and tho public bathing house 
demolished. The shipping generally escaped 
serious damage. 


About noon the wind shifted to tho west, 


moderating the violence of the sea. Two 
houses are reported swept away ou Sullivan's 
island, ana oue life lost. The inmates of 
the bathing-houses were rescued with tho 
utmost difficulty. 
It is probabl e that

"OLD PIZEN." 


[Coucludt-J.] 


At last nil tho mou of tho camp wore down 


ou tho river at work. About uino o'clock 
iii tho morning ono of tho inoh of tho Buck- 
eye Company happened to go from lh& bar 
up to tho bank of tho 'river for something. 
A mom out after, grinning gleefully, 
he 


called out to those below; "Tho imp&tlciit 
Joggles is going to bring ou ttio game. 
There'll bo sonio fun before long; I eoo him 
starting tho old jack nlong up tho valley 
toward the flat. Hois ou tho .sly Mid in 
getting rather keen to see that fight!" 


Watching Joggles, ho was seen in the 


edge of tho timber 


, 
throwing rocks to urge 


tho jack to move up ft utrenk of open 
ground that led to the flat between two 
groves of pines. Presently bo ciuao buck 
and seated himself on the porch, getting up 
once in a while find stretching his neck to 
sco if tho jnck was gono in tho direction. 
He was dying to have tho animals got to- 
gether. At last a man who had climbed upon 
tho bank reported that tho jack was not to 
be seen, and that ho had no doubt gono over 
the ridge into tho flat. 


All was now excitement among Ihe men, 


and two or three of thorn wore constantly 
on tho river-bank listening for sounds of tho 
fray. Presently they cried out that tho 
battle had begun. AH hands hastened to 
the top of tho high, steep bank, whence was 
to be had n fair view of the opon ground 
leaping up to tho ridge, beyond which lay 
the flat where roamed tho fighting horse. 
Although half n mile distant a terrible 
squealing and brnying could bo distinctly 
heard—cries of rage and pain from tho con- 
tending riiimals.

frantically

. Wild snorts and hoarse brays wore hoard. 


Swiftly, the red clouds rolled on, and soon in 
the foremost the form of an animal could be 
seen. A puff of wind showed this to bo the 
broncho—Old Fizen, 
At the distance of 


three.or four hundred yards behind rolled a 
rapidly following cloud, as we have some- 
times seen two small 'whirlwinds m playful 
mood. 
What was in this last cloud could 


not be scon, but tbe "Buckeye boys" felt 
that their jackass was thar! 


. 
-Down into the camp charged tho terrified 


broncho, snorting with 'fear at every jump 
and occassioually half turning his head in 
order to see if the terrible jack was still in 
pursuit. As tho frantic horse tore through 
the camp with nostrils distended, mane fly- 
ing in the wind,and tail sticking out straighl 
behind, Joggles was hoard shouting wildly 
from tbe roof of his houso, ''Whoa, P.KGQ! 
whoa Pizen!" But just at that momeu! 
there was no "whoa" in Old Pizeu. Down 
through the little town ho came, making 
directly for tho bar, as though in search of 
human assistance. Straight on he came til 
he reached the bank of the river, here fully 
twenty foot in perpendicular height. Al 
the brink he baited, hesitating to take the 
•fearful leap, and with eyes staring from 
their sockets took ouo long doHpairiug look 
.behind. 
Thoro came the veuemous and in- 


domitable jackass, never 
breaking his 


steady, rolling gallop. 
With outstretchec 


neck, ears laid back, tail whipping up anc 
down with each bound, on ho camo. The 
old broncho erected his tail, took one more 
glance at his approaching foe, gave u tmori 
of terror, and leaped from tho bank down 
into the river. Luckily for him the water 
was deep. .Rising to tho surface ho swam 
to the opposite shore, and caine out all righl 
on a bar that put out from the bank on thai 
side. Hero he htilted, evidently fcel.nf. 
himself safe. 


Tho jack thundered on, and camo iienr 


plunging into tho river boforo awa.ro of Its 
presence. But by bracing nil aback till his 
haunches almost touched the ground, ho 
came to a halt. But it was only for a mo- 
ment. Seeing old brocho on tho other 
shore ho stretched out his nock and gave f 
diabolical "yea-haw," unhesitaingly plungec 
into tho river and diligently struck out for 
tho horse. 
• This reckless and energetic persistence 01 
the part of tho enemy was ovidontly^uues- 
pectcd to the broncho.
